The information disclosure statement submitted February 26, 2010, has been fully considered and not found to be the basis for any 
new grounds of rejection against the claims previously allowed in the notice of allowance submitted January 14, 201 0. Specifically, 
the documents cited in the information disclosure statement concern antitumor effects of the compound Lcntinan, which is a beta (1,3) 
glucan having single glucose monosaccharides attached by beta (1,6) linkages. By contrast, the present claims require that the beta 
glucan have a side chain comprising two or more glucose units. One of ordinary skill in the art would have had no motivation to 
modifay lentinan in such a manner and no expectation that a beta glucan having side chains of two or more glucose units would retain 
its anti-cancer and immunoslimulaling activity. 

Therefore the claims are seen to be allowable for the same reasons recited in the notices of allowance submitted September 24, 2009, 
and January 14, 2010. 
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
